NEW CLARKSVILLE ROUTE 


“Road Is Beina Constructed To Modern 
Standards As Fast As Money Becomes 


Available,” 


Works Magazine Reports

The new section of U. S. 50 high- 
way between three and three-quar- 
ters miles east of Folsom and two 
and one-quarter miles east of 
Clarksville which has been under 
construction during recent months, 
was opened to traffic late in Octo- 
ber. The new unit is a portion of 
State Highway Route XI and a 
link in the connection between the 
populous San Francisco Bay and 
Sacramento Valley regions and the 
Lake Tahoe and American River 
Canyon recreational areas. 


The old road between Sacramento | 


and Placerville was constructed be- 
tween 1915 and 1920 and was na- 
turally designed to serve travelers 
who considered 35 miles per hour 
to be a high speed. The short radius

‘this road is being reconstructed to 
modern standards as fast as money 


speeds became usual and 


becomes available. 


The new road throughout this 
consists of a plant-mix 
surfacing 22 feet wide by 0.21 of a 
foot. thick on a crusher run base 23 
feet by 0.4 of a foot. The project 
was designed on the basis of a 
minimum passing sight of 1600 feet 
except at a few locations where the 
character of the terrain made mod- 
ifications necessary. 


In order to enhance the safety 
of the project at the vertical curve 
near Station 350 where one such 
modification was required, four 
traffic lanes were provided. Four 
lanes were also constructed at the 
one grade crossing on the project. 
This grade crossing is protected by 
flashing light signals. 

There were many short radius 
horizontal curves, some with radii 
as short as 100 feet, and many 
sharp vertical curves with very lim- 
ited sight distances.
